ZR-3's Successful Trip Across Atlantic | 
Forecasts New Era of Air Traffic With 
U. S. Leading World in Commercial Flying 


By JOSEPH S. ROGERS 
(By Universal Service) 

LAKEHURST, N. J., Oct. 15.—Dir- 
igibles will soon compete with ocean 
liners for trans-Atlantic patronage. 

An international system of air- 
ways that will link the four corners 
ot the earth is now being mapped 
out which is destined to revolution- 
ize travel. 

The successful flight of the new 
giant Navy dirigible ZR-3 from Ger- 
many to this port has proved that 
long air trips are not only feasible, 
but more *omfortable and inexpen- 
sive that sea journeys. 

The Navy Department already has 
under consideration the advisibility 
of putting the ZR-3 in service for 
trans-Atlantic flights, leaving the 
Shenarfdoah solely for use in this 
country And for co-operating with 
the American battleships in their 
maneouvers. 

While the ZR-3 represents a large 
original investment, in effect it cost 
this government nothing as Germany 
was bound to deliver the dirigible 
to Lakehurst under the terms of the 
Versailles treaty. 

It now appears that'the ZR-3, by 
far the most pretentious craft of its 
kind ever constructed, will be the 
most valuable of all reparations 
prizes—that this dirigible alone may 
be of more value than all the other 
payments made by Germany com- 
bined. - 


Aside from the fact that dirigible 
trips across the Atlantic will be 
popular because of their novelty, they 
will be practical because of the re- 
latively small cost of operation. 

The ZR-3 can be safely operated 
with a crew of twenty-eight officers 
and men. ‘There will be no_ pier 
rental, which costs liners hundreds 
of thousands dollars a year, to Day. 
The immense overhead costs in the 
Cperation of an ocean liner will be 
unknown to dirigible operators. 

But perhaps the greatest advan- 
tage of dirigibles over liners is that 
in the former, “sea-sickness” is un- 
known. In riding in a dirigible the 
passenger feels as though he were 
on a cushion of eiderdown, there ts 


the soft purring of 
the motors lull one to sleep. The 
motors of a dirigible are slung 
thirty feet below in what is common- 
ly known as the “bag,” and those 
aboard are able to converse as 
easily as riders in a Pullman car. 

Safety must be considered another 
dominant feature in favor of the dir- 
igible. Ever since the Shenandoah 
broke loose in a teriffic gale and 
weathered it after being buffeted 
about in a, storm for ten hours, 
the stock of the dirigible has taken 
a big jump. This experience prov- 
ed that dirigibles, similar to the 
ZR-3 are constructed with rugged- 
hess, one of {ts important features.

U. S. Is For Safety 

That the United States government 
is anxious to have its airships as 
safe as possible is reflected by the 
establishment in Fort Worth, Texas, 
of a helium plant, the only 
its kind in the world. 

Helium, a product of natural gas, 
is non-inflammable so that no such 
misfortune which befell the French 
dirigible Dixmude, which is believed 
to have exploded, causing the death 
of all aboard, can happen to the 
ZR-3. 

When 


one of 


an ocean liner encounters 
a storm, it has no recourse but to 
ride it out, while a dirigible can 
find: fair weather by ascending a few 
thousand feet. 

The ZR-3 broadly resembles the 
Shenandoah, and yet is quite a dif- 
ferent class of aircraft. The Shen# 
andoah. is purely a military flying 
laboratory. The ZR-3 is a commer- 
cial vessel designed solely for the 
transportation of passengers and 
cargo. 

Its passenger accommondations re- 
mind one of a Pullman car. The 
main cabin is divided into five sep- 
arate compartments in each of which 
are two sofas. Each sofa is ad- 
justable for night use to accommon- 
date four persons. The maim seat, 
as a “lower berth” affords ample 
sleeping space for two persons and
